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>» dn March 1950 the Czechoslovak Government ordered that all 
State Estates (Statni statky)(S5) must keep a stocon of cat= 
tle amounting to a totnl of 20,000 heed. In the autuan of 
1350, this number woe increased to 40,000 by order of the 
Government. The State Estetes are to keep this stock at 
the sane Level, researdless of the loses of cattle made aveil~ 
noble for slaughtering. ‘the stock of pige formerly wee Plxed 
at 200,000 and wee Later,in the autumn of 1950)increased to 
430,000 in connection with the ertablishment of large plig- 
feeding stations called "Gigant". However, the State Estates 
did not succeed in attaining the preseribed number. The ac~ 
tual stock of pigs numbers 230.000 with an average weight of 
LOO ke. 


2. Independent formers sud Agricultural Gaoperetives (Jednotne 
zemedeiskxe druzstvo)(JZD) are not under the oblig.tion to 
meintein a certein number of cattle. The State Estates own 
about half of the totel number of cattle in Czechoslovakia. 
The reeson for the existing vork shortage lies in the fact 
that the total stock of sows is 47,000 below the number called 
for in the Government plan. When Agricultural Cooperatives 
were esteblished, Local National Committees elloved Tearners 
who promised to join the Cooperatives. to slaughter sows, which 
resulted in the greet shortage of ‘shosts, . In the spring of 
1951, the hinistry of Food Industry issued « decree prohibit- 
ing the sk.ughter of sows but by then it was too iate. 

It will take a Long time before the number of pigs again reach 
es the normal level, since independent farmere do not let the 
sove become fully grown and the Apricultural ee vee 
cause of their small number, eannot handle the breeding of 
sufticient number of sowa. 


4, The shortage of shoat” causes oa ae pera For the "Gigant" 
'  pipgefeeding stentions which cannot fulfill their plan. For 
exanple the "Gigent" in S@irice (051/ G 72) has only 20 pereent of 
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the number of ‘shoats c¢slled for in the plan. Aside from the 
great Shortage of sows and shoatg , « further factor explain~ 
ing the insufficient number of pige 16 the poor construction 
of the pig-feeding stntions, which rere built by the State 
Estates with great publicity end in a great hurry. They were 
60 cold in winter thet it was not possible to utilize them to 
full capacity. In the coming winter, feeding is to be under- 
taken on a larger seule, but only after reconstruction estima- 
fed to cost 60 million Kes has taken place. 
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
